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COUNTY  CERTIFICATES. 

County  certificates  are  issued  by  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  of  each  county,  valid  only  in  the 
county  where  they  are  issued.  These  are  of  two 
grades. 

Certificates  of  the  first  grade  are  valid  for  two  years 
and  are  obtained  by  satisfying  the  county  superin-' 
tendent  of  schools  that  the  applicant  is  of  good  moral 
character,  and  is  qualified  to  teach  orthography,  read- 
ing in  English,  penmanship,  arithmetic,  English  gram- 
mar, modern  geography,  civics,  the  elements  of  the 
natural  sciences,  the  history  of  the  United  States,  the 
history  of  Illinois,  physiology^  and  the  laws  of  health. 

Certificates  of  the  second  'grade  are  valid  for  one 
year  and  are  obtained  by  satisfying  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  that  the  applicant  is  of  good 
moral  character,  and  is  qualified  to  teach  orthography, 
reading  in  English,  penmanship,  arithmetic,  English 
grammar,  modern  geography,  civics,  the  history  of 
the  United  States  smh  the  history  of  Illinois,  physi- 
ology and  the  effects  of  the  use  of  alcoholic  stimulants 
and  narcotics  on  the  human  system. 

Special  certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  county 
superintendents  to  teach  a  special  subject  as  music 
or  drawing  by  passing  an  examination  in  that  subject 
only. 

Application  should  be  made  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent for  rules  and  date  of  examination.

State  c«ertificates  good  for  life,  may  be  obtained 
upon  public  examination  only.  The  examination  will 
be  held  July  25-28,  1911.  A  circular  giving  detailed 
informatic'i)n  will  be  issued  November  1,  1910. 


COUNTY  CERTIFICATES. 

County  certificates  are  issued  by  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  of  each  county,  valid  only  in  the 
county  wlaere  they  are  issued.  These  are  of  two 
grades. 

Certificates  of  the  first  grade  are  valid  for  two  years 
and  are  obtained  by  satisfying  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  that  the  applicant  is  of  good  moral 
character,  and  is  qualified  to  teach  orthography,  read- 
ing in  English,  penmanship,  arithmetic,  English  gram- 
mar, modern  geography,  civics,  the  elements  of  the 
natural  sciences,  the  history  of  the  United  States,  the 
history  of  Illinois,  physiology  and  the  laws  of  health. 

Certificates  of  the  second  grade  are  valid  for  one 
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yv'cxr  and  are  obtained  by  satisfying-  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  that  the  applicant  'is  of  good 
moral  character,  and  is  qualified  to  teach  orthography, 
reading-  in  Eng-lish,  penmanship,  arithmetic.  Eng-lisl\ 
grammar,  modern  g-eog-raphy,  civics,  the  history  of* 
the  United  States  and  the  history  of  111  inois,  physi- 
ology and  the  effects  of  the  use  of  alcoholi'.c  stimulants 
and  narcotics  on  the  human  system. 

Special  certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  county 
superintendents  to  teach  a  special  subje^ct  as  music 
or  drawing-  by  passing-  an  exarhmation  in,  that  subjecL 
only. 

Application  should  be  made  to  the  co.unty  superin- 
tendent for  rules  and  date  of  examination.  i

STATE  CERTIFICATES. 

State  certificates  good  for  life  may  be  obtained  upon 
public   examination   only.     The   examination  will  be 
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held  July  23-26,  1912.  A  circular  giving  detailed  in- 
formation may  be  secured  upon  application  at  the 
office  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 


COUNTY  CERTIFICATES. 

County  certificates  are  issued  by  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  of  each  county,  valid  only  in  the 
county  where  they  are  issued.  These  are  of  two 
grades. 

Certificates  of  the  first  grade  are  valid  for  two  years 
and  are  obtained  by  satisfying  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  that  the  applicant  is  of  good  moral 
character,  and  is  qualified  to  teach  orthography,  read- 
ing in  English,  penmanship,  arithmetic,  English  gram- 
mar, modern  geography,  civics,  the  elements  of  the 
natural  sciences,  the  history  of  the  United  States,  the 
history  of  Illinois,  physiology  and  the  laws  of  health. 

Certificates  of  the  second  grade  are  valid  for  one 
year  and  are  obtained  by  satisfying  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  that  the  applicant  is  of  good 
moral  character,  and  is  qualified  to  teach  orthography, 
reading  in  English,  penmanship,  arithmetic,  English 
grammar,  modern  geography,  civics,  the  history  of 
the  United  States  and  the  history  of  Illinois,  physi- 
ology and  the  effects  of  the  use  of  alcoholic  stimulants 
and  narcotics  on  the  human  system. 

Special  certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  county 
superintendents  to  teach  a  special  subject  as  music 
or  drawing  by  passing  an  examination  in  that  subject 
only. 

Application  should  be  made  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent for  rules  and  date  of  examination.
